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The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the 
application in condition for allowance because Giannini does teach a pressure-sensitive 
electrical activator switch 16-28. In the abstract and column 3, lines 17-48, Giannini 
clearly teaches that pressure is exerted on the switch in order to close the switch to 
complete the circuit. 

In response to applicant's argument that Sato cannot be properly combined with 
Giannini, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference 
may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art.
